While these great events were taking place to 
the south of them, the Allied Forces in Flanders 
were busily engaged in re-establishing adequate 
Communications in the area of the old Ypres 
battles. By dint of great exertions, and the 
most careful organisation of traffic routes, by 
the end of the second week in October the re- 
storation of the Allied system of communica- 
tions was eufficiently far advanced to permit of 
a enenion of the offensive. 

Accordingly, ‘at 5.35 a.m. on the 14th October, 
the British, Belgian, and French forces, under 
command of His Majesty the King of the Bel- 

ians, attacked on the whole front between the 
ys River at Comiges and Dixmude. 

The British sector extended for a distance of 
between 9 and 10 miles from Comines to the 
hamlet of St. Pieter, on the Menin-Roulers 
road. The assault was Jaunched by the 10th, 
19th, and 2nd Corps of General Plamer's Second 
Army, under command respectively of Lieut.- 
General R. B. Stephens, Lieut.-General Sir E. 
E. Watts, and Lieut.-General Sir C. W. Jacob, 
employing respectively the 30th and 34th Divi- 
sions, the 41st and 35th Divisions, and the 36th, 
29th, and 9th Divisions. 

The Allied atiack was again attended by 
vomplete success.

The enemy was holding the difficult wooded 
country east of Bohain and the line of the Selle 
north of it in great strength, his infantry being 
well support by artillery. During the first 
two days his resistance was obstinate; but the 
attacking British and American troops made 
good progress. By the evening of the 19th 
October, after much severe fighting, the enemy 
had been driven across the Sambre et Oise 
Canal at practically all points south of Catilion, 
whence our line followed the valley of the 
Richemont east and north of Le Cateau. 

This success was followed at 2 a.m, on the 
20th October by an attack upon the line of the 
Selle river north of Le Cateau. The troops 
employed were the 38th, 17th, Sth, 42nd, 62nd 
Guards aud 19th Divisions of the Third Army, 
and the 4th Division on the right of the First 
Army in that order from right to left k 

On this occasion also the enemy's resistance 
was serious, and he had been able to erect wire 
entanglements along the greater part of the 
line. Our advance wag strongly contested at 
every point, frequent counter-attacks being 
made. Supported by a number of Tanks which 
had successfully crossed the river, our infantry, 
after severe fighting about Neuvillyy Amerval, 
Soleemes and Haspres. gained their objectives 
on the high ground east of the Selle, pushing 
out patrols as far as the River Harpies. North 
of Haspres other troops of the First Army con-

(47) The capture of the Selle positions was 
followed almost immediately by the larger 
operation for the attainment of the required 
general line above mentioned running from the 
Sambre Canal along the edge of the Mormal 
Forest to the neighbourhood of Valenciennes.

(ist-11th November.) 

(49) The principal British ‘attack was to take 
place’ at the beginning of November, as soon as 
peas after the capture of Valenciennes, which 

regarded as a necessary preliminary. In view 
of the likelihood of fresh withdrawals, time 
was of importance. Accordingly, at 5.15 a.m. 
on the lst November, the XVII. Corps of the 
Third Army and the XXII. and Canadian Corps 
of the First Army attacked on a front of about 
six miles south of Valenciennes, and in the 
course of two days of heavy fighting inflicted a 
severe defeat on the enemy. During these two 
daye the 6lst Division (Major-General F. J. 
Duncan), 49th Division (Major-General H. J. G. 
Cameron) and 4th Division (Major-General C. 
H. T. Lucas) crossed the Rhonelle river, captur- 
ing Maresches and Preseau after & stubborn 
struggle, and established themselves on the high 
ground two miles to the east of it; On their 
left the 4th Canadian Division captured Valen- 
ciennes and made progress beyond the town. 

As a consequence of this defeat the enemy on 
the 3rd November withdrew on the Le Quesnoy- 
Valencienges front, and our line was advanced. 
There were indications that a further withdrawal! 
was contemplated both in: the Tournai salient, 
where the line of the Scheldt was turned by our 
progress on the battle front, and also in the 
area to the south of us, where the enemy's posi- 
tions were equally, threatened by our advance.

(50) The front of the decisive attack de- 
livered by the Fourth, Third and First Armies 
on the 4th November extended for a distance 
of about thirty miles from the Sambre, north 
of Oisy, to Valenciennes.

(52) THE ARMISTICE. 


At 11 a.m. on the llth, November, in accord- 
ance with instructions received from the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Allied Armies, Hostilities 
were suspended. At that hour the right of 
the Fourth Army was east of the Franco-Bel- 
gian frontier, and thence northwards our troops 
had reached the general line Sivry-Erquelinses- 
Broussu-J urbise-Herghieg-Ghislenghien- ines- 
Grammont. 

The military situation on the British front on 
the morning of the lith November can 
stated very shortly. Im the fighting since No- 
vember Ist our.troops had broken the enemy’s 
resistance beyond possibility of recovery a 
had forced on him a disorderly retreat along the 
whole front of the British Armies. ‘Thereafter, 
the enemy was capable neither of acceptin 
nor refusing battle. The utter confusion o 
his troops, the state of his railways, congested 
with abandoned” trains, the capture of huge 
peann of rolling stock and material, all 
showed that our sttack had been decisive. It 
had been followed on the north by the evacua- 
tion of the Tournai salient, and to the south, 
where the French forces had pushed forward 
in conjunction with us, by a rapid and costly 
withdrawal to the line of the Meuse. 

The strategic plan of the Allies had been rea- 
lised with a completeness rarely seen In war. 
When the armistice was signed by the enemy his 
defensive powers had already been definitely 
destroyed. A continuance of hostilities could 
only have meant disaster to the German Armies 
and the armed invasion of Germany.

harmless by the different tunnelling companies, 
while a further ameunt of nearly’ 300 tons of 
explosives had been withdrawn from our own 
demolition charges and minefields. 

The provision of water for the troops pre- 
sented a problem of great difficulty, which was 
met with equal energy and Success. Many miles 
of new water mains were laid, and over 400 
mechanical pumping plants, giving a daily yield 
of some 20 million gallons of water, were in- 
stalled as our troops advanced. In addition td 
work of the kind performed by the transporta- 
tion services, Engineer troops were responsible 
also for the repair of some 3,500 miles of roads, 
including the filling in of some 500 road craters. 

GAS SERVICES. 

Pridr to the commencement of the advance 
several important gas operations, in which large 
quantities of gags were discharged, were carried 
out ar ES á by the Special Brigade. After 
our advance had begun, immediate advanta 
was taken of any temporary stabilisation of the 
line to carry out a iarge number of useful opera- 
tions of a lesser character, wherever it was pos- 
sible to do so without danger to the lives of 
French civilians.

“The depth of our advance, 
and the fact that during the latter part of it 
the whole of the British Armies were eimul- 
taneously fhvolved, made the maintenance of 
signal communications most difficult. _ The fact 
that in such circumstances the needs of the 
Army were met reflects the highest credit upon 
the zeal and efficiency of all ranks. 

TRANSPORTATION SERVICES, 

Attention has already been drawn to the 
work thrown upon the Transportation Services 
as the result of the German advances during 
the early part of the year. From. the com- 
mencement, of the British offensive in August 
the situation became reve Defensive 
meusures were abandoned, and the energies ot 
all concerned were centred upon the reconsiruc- 
tion of the railway system recaptured from the 
enemy. In spite of the tact that the enemy, 
as he withdrew, used every modern artifice for 
the. destruction of railways, roads, bridges, and 
water, supplies, the Railway Gonstruction troops 
were able to meot all demands, aud accomplished 
successfully an unparalleled programme of rail- 
way reconstruction. By the end of October no 
less than: 1,050 miles of line, much of which had 
been destroyed, had been brought into service 
for our Armies. This included miles of new 
track and some 4,000 feet of bridging. 

The following is an instance of the speed 
with which the work of ‘reconstruction was 
carried out. On the 17th October Lille was 
evacuated by the gar N 25th October 
the first train oí supplies for the civil popula- 
tion entered the city, the railway havin n 
earried across the Lys River at Armen by 
a bridge constructed in the short gas of four 
days.

At the end 
of the latter vear he was. appointed Master of 
the Rolls, which high office he filled until 1906, 
when he retired. His success as an advocate, 
which was great, was moge than eclipsed by his 
success as a judge, Fell wae not only a pro- 
foundly learned lawyer, but it was an intel- 
Jectual treat, even to a person ignorant of the 
technicalities of law, to attend his court and 
listen to one of his masterly judgments. He 
was a natural orator, and was gifted with both 
a splendid voice and an exceptionally fine pre- 
sence, His style of speaking was quite different 
from the -style of Chief Justice Whiteside or 
Lord O'Hagan. [ts charm did. not consist 
merely in beautiful and musical periods, but it 
appealed directly to the reasoning faculty, and 
was marked by that lucidity which, as Mathew 
Arnold always insisted, was the first essential 
of either good speech or good prcée.

Three weeks ago we protested against 
the probable effects in Ireland of the 
Government’s system of so-called “ Un- 
employment '” Donations. Since that time 
we have. received ample confirmation of our 
fears.

There can be no secure peace in 
Europe if the Continent east of the Rhine, 
or even east of the Vistula, is surrendered 
to an aggressive tyranny at least as un- 
scrupulous as that of the Kaiser The 
War Cabinet has just announced that there 
is no intention of sending a large military 
expedition to Russia. Such a proceeding 
would certainly involye acute dissatisfac- 
tion among men who were enlisted to fight 
against a different enemy and in a different 
cause: there is no doubt, indeed, that’ 
the rumour of it had much to do with the 
recent demobilisation disturbances, The 
fact that Allied public opinion does not. 
sanction large military intervention in 
Russia, however, does not absdlve the 
Allied Governments from the necessity of 
developing a definite Russian pdlicy. 
Much can be done by small volunteer 
forces such as there would be no difficulty 
in raising. What can be done ig shown by. 
the fact that the presence of & small 
number. of Allied troops in Siberia has 
enabled the Omsk Government to organise 
a Russian force that has inflicted severe 
defeats on the Red Army. Again, the 
“stand which the Esthonians have been able 
to make agdinst the Bolsheviks outside 
Reval, with very small forces and with very 
limited assistance from the Allies, tends 
to show that the Bolshevist levies are not 
| formidable in the face of even a weak body 
of resolute and properly equipped troops. 
Tf all the anti-Bolshevist, elements in 
Russia Were co-ordinated, and supported 
by the Allies with munitions, manufac- 
tured goods, and volunteer forces, they 
would themselves be able to deal adequately

POSITION OÉ THE BISHOPS. 


The guestion of power to amend Canon 22 of 
the Church of Ireland was before a court of 
the Genera] Synod, held in the Synod HAIll,'Dub- 
lin, yesterday. The Court, consisting of the Arch- 
bishop of Dublin (presiding), the Bishop of 
Meath, the Bishop of Cork, the Lord Chancellor 
of Ireland, Mr. G. FitzGibbon, K.C.; Mr, H. 
D. Conner, K.C., and Mr. G, W. Walker, K.C., 
was summoned to hear and determine the ques- 
tion, referred to it by the House of Bishops 
acting under Section 48, Chap. VIII. of the 
Constitution of the Church of Ireland, as to 
whether it is within the power of the General 
Synod to amend Canon 22 by the insertion of 
the following words, after the word 
“* ministers "—‘‘ and in such examination shall 
be included a course of theological etudy ap- 
proved by the General Synod.”’ 

Messre. John Legch, K.C. (instructed by Mr. 
H. D. Vaughan) dnd W. M. Jellett, K.C. (in- 
structed by Messrs. Darley, Maunsell, and 
Orpen), attended at the request of the House of 
Bishops to argue the matter before the Court. 

Mr. Leech said that he had been nominated 
by the Standing Committee to support the 
authority of the General Synod to contend 
that they had power to make the amendment 
set out in a resolution of the House of Bishops. 
Mr. Leech quoted Canon 22 to show that the 
effect of the proposed alteration would be to 
include in the examinations made of candidates 
for Holy Orders examination in a course of 
theological study approved by the General 
Synod. It was, perhaps, the first time that a 
question of the kind had arisen in which the 
power of the General Synod had been ques- 
tioned. He submitted that there was absolute 
power in the General Synod to make the amend- 
ment suggested. A bill was introduced by Dr. 
Hitchcock to make the amendment, and, when 
the matter came on, and he was about to move 
for leave to introduce the bill, it was ruled out 
by the President at the last General Synod 
upon the considered judgment of the learned 
Assessor. Mr. Leech proceeded to argue that 
the Church Act of 1869 abolished the existing 
state of affairs, and gave the Church of Ireland 
complete power by convention or synod to 
frame a constitution as they saw fit. Mr. Leech 
quoted from the Act to support his contention, 
and went on to urge that the General Synod’s 


| power in framing and altering the . Conetitu- 


tion was unlimited. They adopted the then 
existing ecclesiastical law of Ireland, articles, 
doctrimes, rites, rules, and discipline and ordina- 
tions, subject to any modifications and altera- 
tions ae after January, 1871, might be duly 
made arcording to Conetitution of the Church 
for the time being should bé deemed to ba 
binding on the members of the Church as 
though it were a matter of contract. He re- 
ferred the Court to the preamble to the Consti- 
tution Section 4, “The Church of Ireland 
. . « « doth declare that a General Synod of 
the Church of Ireland shall have chief 
legislative power therein, and such administra- 
tive power as may be necessary for the Church 
and consietent with its Episcopa! Constitution.’’ 
The learned Assessor appeared. not only to have 
entirely misapprehended the meaning of that 
section of the preamble, but actually misquoted 
it. It said that the General Synod should have 
the chief power, and there conid be no doubt 
that meant supreme power, not a division, but 
a supreme legislative power. 
THE SYNOD’S POWERS. 

The Lord Chancellor—Is any power given any- 
where except to the Synod? 

Mr. Leech—I am not aware of any legislative 
power. Mr. Leech then quoted from Canon 48 
“The authority of the General Synod estab- 
lished ” the description ' The General Synod 
of the Church of Ireland being the 
supreme authority if matters ecclesiastical.’ 
Mr. Leech quoted from Section 2 of the pre- 
amble accepting the Thirty-nine Articles. the 
Book of Common Prayer, administration, Sacra- 
ments, rites and ceremonies, the forms and 
manner of making, ordaining, and consecrating 
of bishops, priests, and deacons “ hitherto in 
use in this Church, a and will con- 
tinue to use the same subject to euch altera- 
tions only as may be made therein from time 
to time by the lawful authority of the Church”’— 
that, in other words, the Synod was the 
supreme authority. The Constitution reserved 
power to the General Synod to override and 
alter the form of ordination and alter it in any 
way they liked. It followed a fortiori that the 
General Synod had power to make alterations 
in regard io the procedure before the ordination 
of a candidate. Section 26 of the Constitution 
expressiy gave the General Synod power to 
alter the canbns—' The General Synod shall 
have power to altcr, amend, or abrogate any of 
dhe enactments herein contained, and anv of 
the canons which now are, or at any time ghall 
be, in force in the Church and to enact new 
Canons.” That section was. absolute in its 
words, and without limit in its application, and 
actually named the Canons as one of the thinge 
that the General Synod could alter, amend. or 
abrogate, so that there could be no possible 
doubt about it. They conld not get rid of an 
absolute enactment like that by some inferen- 
tial arguments or eome ruling of a chairman. 
An enactment of greater etrength wae reguired 
to remove that power. 

The President—Has the General Synod abso- 
lute power to alter the canons eveú in such a 
way as. to repudiate the authority of Holy 
Scripture ” 5

Mr, Leech said that he thought that the Gene- 
ral Synod, which framed the preamble, had 
the power to alier it in any way they liked, and 
to make 4 new constitution. The proposal did 
not take any power: from the bishop: it pro-

The bishops were given ordination 
powers under Canon 22. It was the only 
authority that they had. i 

The President said that if a canon said that a 
candidate was to bo carefuily examined by the 
bishop it imposed a certain duty, but 4t did not 
by any means give power. A bishop always had 
that power inherent. in his office. : 

Mr. Leech said that he thought that there 
was a mistake in that. When Ustabjishment 
was abolished the Legislature gave power to 
the Synod or Convention of the Church to make 
any constitution that they chose. 

The Lord Chancellor—That is the root of the 
whole matter. The Archbishop says that the 
bishop always had this power. With great re- 


powers under the Established Church thaí were 
all awept away, and in 1869 they had to get 
their powers under the new Constitution. 

The President-—It is not usual for members of 
the Court to call the President of the Court to 
order. We should discuss our differences of 
opinion in private afterwards. 

The Lord Chancellor—I do not take up that 
position at all. 

The President—I am President of this Court, 
and I do not forget this when I ask counsel 
what he thinks 

The Lord Chancellor said that he thought that

They were all equal in that court, and in any 
court of jusiice that he had ever been in or 
had taken any part in any member had a right 
to deal with suggestions thrown out by his col- 
leagues, and to point out what he thought was 
necessary in order to elucidate and get assistance 
from counsel.

It was only in that eon- 
nection that I was pointing out that it is right 
to assume that the powers of the bishops that 
we are dealing with are their powers before 
Disestablishment. 
Mr. Leech said that the General Synod had 
the power and right to make the alteration, and 
hat the amendment did was to prescribe 
that candidates should be examined in a course 
to be approved by the General Synod.

IRELAND’S GREAT OPPORTUNITY. 


A monthly meeting of the Statistical and 
Social Inquiry Society of Ireland was held last 
evening in the theatre of the Royal Dublin 
Society, the President, Sir William J; Thomp- 
son, Registrar-General for Ireland, in the chair. 

Mr. 5. Shannon Millin read a paper, entitled 
“Our Socicty: lis Aims and Achievements 
(1847-1919)."" . He said that the Society was 
established on the 22nd November, 1847, with 
the Most Rev. Richard Whately, D.D., Arch-. 
bishop of Dublin, as President. The objet of 
the Society was '' to promote the study of statis- 
tics and economical knowledge ” by means of 
written communications, and it was expressly, 
stipulated that ‘no communications should. be 
received by the Society involving topics likely 
to produce discussions connected with religious 
differences or party politics.”” At the meeting, 
which resulted in the establishment of the 
Society, held at Trinity College, Professor W. 
Neilson Hancock presided, and those present 
included Robert Ball, LL.D.; James A. Lawson, 
LL.B., and J. Kells Ingram, F.T.C.D. The num- 
ber of original members was 81, and in the 
third session it was found desirable to limit the 
membership to 200, Two years after the for- 
mation of the Society it was entrusted with the 
administration of the Barrington endowment, 
and the list of Barrington lecturers contained 
the names of many men who afterwards rose 
to eminence in their various professions. “ The 
Charity Organisation Committee,” which was 
appointed in 1875, was the immediate outcome 
of a presidential address by J. Keils Ingram. 
As a result of the deliberationg of the 
Society, land purchase had become, to a large 
éxtent, a realised fact, and the wisdom of thus 
creating a system /of peasant, proprietorship had 
been verified by the increased production of food 
at a time when our oversea supplies were 
seriously threatened, and to a large extent ex- 
tinguished, through an unforeseen system of 
brigandage by an unscrupulous and relentless 
enemy. The old question of the relationship be- 
tween Capital and Labour was one of the 
earliest to find a place in the Society’s de- 
liberations, and in all probability it would again 
demand consideration under new and varied con- 
ditions. In .the matter of child life, many 
beneficent changes had been urged since Dr. 
Hancock, in 1855, stated that ‘“‘ the system of 
rearing pauper children in families should be 
substituted for that which is at present. adopted 
of rearing them in. workhouses.” © Throughout, 
the pages of the Society’s journal could be 
traced the economic and social history of Ireland 
for almost three-quarters of a century, contri- 
buted by some of the most eminent men in 
their respective spheres of economy, statistics, 
and social reform. The outlook that presented 
itself to the founders of the Society was not 
promising, and they, at the seventy-second 
session,’ were confronted with numerous social 
problems, on the solution of which would depend 
the future well-being of the community. A 
world-wide war of unprecedented proportions 
had shattered to fragments many of the prin- 
ciples upon which the stability of Society was 
formerly. suffered to exist. 

A number of letters of apology for non-at- 
tendance were read. Mr. Justice Dodd wrote: 
“ The problems that are pressing for solution in 
social life are of surpassing importance. May I 
mention one in particular—the right of the in- 
dividual to freedom and the claim of the State 
to control? ”’ 

Right Hon. Viscount Bryce wrote :— 

Nowhere, as it seems to me, is such a Society as 
vours more needed than in-Iveland. When I was 
Chief Secretary twelve years ago, 1 was struck, by 
the many points in which the management of 
public health: and the management of . education 
were both of them defective in Ireland. You have 
in Ireland many men whose knowledge and whose 
views are abreast of the knowledge and the views 
that have been working for progress ingEngland and 
Scetiand: bot, unfortunately, in [rela many causes 

nolitical and others—have prevented such men 
from exerting upon public opinion and upon legis- 
lation the influence to which they are entitled, | 
earnestly hope that your Society may be the means 
of calling public attention more forcibly to the 
reforms that are needed in Ireland, and of elucidat- 
ing the conditions under which such reforms may 
be carried ovt.

THE LORD CHANCELLOR.

The,farmers and traders were making money, 
the banks were flourishing—everything looked 
well, except in one particular matter. Now 
was the time for the men of all classes and 
creeds to come together and let them see if, 
on a common platform, which ‘excluded the 
topies of religion and politics, they could not 
do something to aid in the advancement and 
regeneration of their beloved country. He 
thought the opportunity was afforded by the 
meetings of that Society, and he would be glad 
to do ull that he could to help it by every means 
in his power.

Sir,—No. 1 Merrion sguare (the former rest- 
dence of the world-renowned Sir William H. 
Wilde and “ Speranza’’) is now used as a bill- 
poster’s hoarding. “This kind of nuisance Is a 
disgrace to our city. Theatrical and other 

sters are displayed right up against the 
Merrion Hall Church. Surely landlords or our 
municipal representatives should take this mat- 
ter up, to have similar laws put in force govern- 
ing this class of disfigurement to property as in 
every other city. Huge, unsightly hoardings 
are stuck up on the garden walls and gables, 
greatly to the annoyance of residents and owners, 
who evidently have no redress. 

Are those hoardings taxed in proportion to the 
income they produce; or do our civic coffers 
benefit sufficiently in proportion to the damage 
they do in various districts ?—Yours, etc.,
